SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


This untitled colour photographic negative strip is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is considered to tend to support the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. It contains four images. Two of these images appear to depict a 
female urinating into a wine glass. The small size and reversed colouration of the 
negative make it impossible to ascertain whether urination is actually taking place, but 
the female’s body position, the position of the glass, and the fact that the glass 
appears to be filling up with liquid, all indicate that the publication at least intends to 
imply that this is the case. In the remaining two images, the female drinks from the 
glass. 

The images are intended to sexually arouse, indicated by the fact that the female is 
semi-naked, with her breasts and pubic region exposed, and the fact that she wears 
sexualised accessories (stockings and suspender belt). The publication tends to 
support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct because it presents the 
acts of urinating and the drinking of urine for the sexual arousal of the viewer. 

The rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) cannot be applied to this publication. The publication is deemed to be 
objectionable under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. This deeming provision is inconsistent with and overrides si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
